man killing tools are all, or even in large part, 
being purchased for target practice. Public offi- 
cials in Chicago and Cook county who have au- 
thority. to give permission to carry concealed 
weapons in special cases will not assert for a 
moment that they are giving even a small propor- 
tion of that number of gun-toting permits. 

To be sure, not all those guns are going to local 
purchasers. Probably they are pretty widely dis- 
tributed throughout the United States. But 1 
must also be remembered that this is the output 
of but one company. Doseris of others are selling 
arms similariy. From the various points made 
there can be but one conclusion. Great numbers 
of revolvers and pistols are coming into the hands 
of persons who have no legitimate business with 
them. 

Every criminal and potential criminal is armed. 
Comparatively few householders or other law abid- 
ing citizens are armed. Most of the latter do not 
know how to use a gun effectively, and wouid 
have no chance of doing so anyway after the crim- 


is arranged nowadays it is all to the advantage 
of the murderer, the holdup man, and the burglar. 
The decent citizen hasn't a chance. 

The way to correct that situation is to limit the 
manufacture of these tools for man killing and 
crime. Production can properly be put under gov- 
ernment control, with distribution to be limited to 
military forces and the police. Then a law which 
‘would make discovery of a gun upon any civilian 
positive evidence of crime, in itself, and in purpose, 
with a drastic penalty, would gradually remove 
much of our problem of crime. Certainly distribu- 
tion of a thousand or so mah killers a day by a 
dozen or so successful mail order houses reveals 
a situation of danger which must be corrected.

get water until 10 „ m. Being without 
water makes it hard te do anything, and 
is very disgusting. We have experienced 
this trouble all the year around. All 
the three story hegses experience the 
same trouble with water in this vicinity.

The city is maintafying a pressure suffl- 
cient to supply the third story except in 
hot or very cold weatner. At these times 
the waste of water » generally o great 
that the pumping stations and tunnels are 
unable to supply the large quantivVes re- 
quired to maintain the desired pressure. This 
condition applies almes; universally through- 
‘out the city, but is pev'ticularly acute in the 
| Central Park avenue sgation area, where the 
waste of water is exceptionally excessive. 
The liberal use of weter meters would stop 
this wastage and weaid enable the city to 
maintain sufficient pressure.
